And 
MANS whereas Sir William Godolphin Kt. a Subject of this Your 
Majeities Kingdom of England, who Lived at Madrid in 
the Kingdcin of Spain, being there ſurrounded by Fryers, Prie*s and Jeſvits as he 
lay Bedrid. was influenced to conlent to an Act before a Publick Notary, on or 
about the Thirtieth of darchn,One thouland fix hundred ninety fix,whereby it was 
tenified, that Four Perſons named therem (viz.) Don Mathias de Eſcolar Abbot of 
the Bait: uns, Gero;umo Guerrero Procurator General of theTeſuits, Dox Balthaſar 
de Cabredoa Secular Priet, and Don Antonio de Cendoya a Lawyer,inould be his T e- 
ſtamentarios, which Deſignation 1s thus explained in the Inftrument (v/z.)To the end 
that as ſoon as -he the ſaid Sir Piliam Godolphin departed out of this Life, they 
ſhould Make and Contitate his Laſt Will and Teſtament, expreſſing. therein the 
Gifts, Legacies, Foundations of Memories, Good-works, Patronages and other Dyj- 
politions which he the laid Sir /itham had Communicated to them, to be diſpoſed 
of in ſuch Manner and Form as ſhould appear co them the ſaid Te/tamentarios, to 
be moſt Requifite and Convenient, giving to each of the ſaid Fonr a Legacy in the 
ſaid Initrument, and certain Sums tor Superſtitions Uſes, adding Two other pcr- 
ſons (viz.) Francis Arthur and Bruno Bernardo d: Qairos, to be joyned with the 
former Four, to Execute the Will which ſhould be made after his death by the ſaid 
Four for the Good of his Soul, which was declared his Univerſal Heir in the 1aid 
' Inftrument, thereby Revoking, Ditannulling and Making Void all other Wills 
Codicits, Powers to make Wills, or any Ditpoiitions, which he the 1aid Sir liam 
Godolphix might have made heretofore either by Word or Writing, or in any 0- 
ther Form, to the end they might have no Force, nor avail in any Court of Ju- 
{tice or otherwite, aud deſiring that Power ſhould be fulfilled and executed, and 
the Will which ſhould be made purſuant thereanto, as his lait and determined Will, 
in ſuch Form as might make it moſt available m Law. And whereas after the 
paſhng the ſaid Notarial AR, (viz.) about the latter end of Jane in the ſame year, 
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the ſaid Sir /1h:am Godolphin propoſing to make his Laft Will Nuncupative or Te. 
tamentary Diſpoſition, did then declare ſeveral Legacies he would give to cer- 
tain of his Relations in England, which Legacies were by his order 1ct down in 
W iting, and Read to, and Acknowledged by him to be this Laſt Will, and which 
has been ſince proved by the Oaths of Three Witneiles, Sworn by Commiſion out 
of the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, and Adminittration of all the Goods of 
the ſaid Sir WUliam Godolphin granted to the Two Principal Legatees, viz. Francis 
Godolphin and Elizabeth Wife of Charles Gedolphin ( being alto the only ſurviving 
perſons next of Kin, in equal degree to the ſaid Sir William Goaolphin ) with the 
ſaid Teſtamentary Diſpoſition annexed 1n the Words following : ( viz.) Aemo- 
randum, That in or about the latter end of Je or beginning of 7aly, in the, 
year of our Lord, One thouſand fix hundred ninety fix, Sir Wiltam Godolplin Kt. 
then reſiding at 7adrid in the Kingdom of Spar, and in the place of his utual ha- 
bitation there, being then ſick of the ſickneſs whereof he Died, but being of 
ſound and perfe&t Memory , having an Intent to declare and make hiis Laſt 
Will Nuncupative or Teſtamentary Diſpoſition, did order and direct Dor Anto- 
770 Cendoya to put down in Writing thele following Legacies to be the Giits, Le- 
gacies and Bequeſts of him the ſaid Sir 7/1liam Godolphin, in that his laſt Will ; 
and the ſaid Sums of Money and Legacies were accordingly wrote down, at 
the Will and Requeſt of Sir William Godolphin by the abovelaid Dor Antonio 
Cendoya, and afterwards the ſaid Writing, wluch contained and Specitied the 
ſeveral Gifts and Legacies following, was Read tothe 1aid Sir William Golot- 
phin, and Approved and Declared by him to be his Laſt Will 5 the which 
Gifts, Legacies and Bequeſts above mentioned, which Sir 7/illam Godolſniz 
owned to be his Laſt Will, are as follows, (v:z.) /mprims he Gave and Bequeath: 
ed to his Nephew Francis Godolphin Eſquire, all his Lands in England, and alto 
to his ſaid Nephew Francis Godolphin Seven thouſand Pounds Sterling, beiides 
to each of his Four Children, viz. One Son and Three Daughters, One thouland 
Pounds Sterling : Alſo hegave toh1s Neece Miſtreſs Elizabeth Godolphin, Wiie to 
the Honourable Charles Godolphin Eſquire, Four thouſand Pounds Sterling, and 
likewiſe tothe ſaid Charles Godolphin her Husband, One thouſand Pounds Sterling ; 
and to his Uncle Maſter Fr ac:s let Two hundred Pounds Sterl'ng, Ali which 
Laſt Will, Gifts and Bequeſts were Wrote down and Read to the ſaid Sir Willian: 
Godolphin in the Span Tongue, and were Approved, Agreed unto, and Owned 
by him as his Laft Will inthe Span Tongue ;, hikewie in the Prefence of us who 
were deſire totake Notice thereof : All which we Teſtifie upon Oath, Witneſs 
our Hands this Eighteenth day of September ( New Stile ) Anno Domini, One 
thouſand ſix hundred ninety fix, Thomas Gray, John March, Lewis Cavelero ; 
Sworn, Signed and Executed in Preſence of us Yillam Thomas, Jezreel Jones, 
Samuel Allſton. And whereas according, to the Laws of this Realm, no Man 
can give Power or Authority to another, to make his Will for him after his 
Death; And if it were otherwiſe, the Eſtates of ſuch of His Majeſties Subjects, 
who-ſhould happen to dye beyond the Seas, would run great Hazard of being 
Alienated from the right Heirs and Relations of the ſaid Perſons, under Co- 
lour of ſuch delegated Authority 3 and yet nevertheleſs foraſmuch as ſome Per- 
{ons who have been Truſted in the Management of the ſaid Sir iliam Godol- 
phir's Eftate in England, have with ſeveral others Imployed therein beyond the 
Seas, uſed great endeavours to ſet up the ſaid Notarial At, and a Pretended 
Will or Diſpoſition, made, or ſuppoſed to be made after the ſaid Sir W1ill:an: 
Godolphins Death, under Colour of the ſame. And whereas by ſuch Pretext, the Le- 
2a] Adminiſtrators of the ſaid Sir Yil:am Godolphm have been hitherto delayed,and 
hindred in Recovering his Eftate, whereby to diſcharge the ſeveral Legacies in the 
{aid Teftamentary Diſpoſition, as well as to Poſſeſs themſelves of the Reſiduary 
Part, which being not otherwiſe diſpoſed of by the ſaid Sir Will;am in his Life time, 
of Right belongs to them as next of Kin, For Remedy therefore in the Premiſles, 
may it pleaſe Your moſt Excellent Majeſty, that it may be Enatted and Declared : 
And be it Enacted and Declared by the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with 
the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and the Commons 
in this preſent Parliament Aflembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That the 
Clauſes in the ſaid Notarial Aft of the Thirtieth of arch, One thouſand fix 
hundred ninety ſix, whereby any Powers or Authorities are pretended to be 
given to the perſons in the ſaid Notarial A& Named, or any of them, or any 
others, to make the ſaid Sir Filzam Godolphin's Will after his Death are Null 
and Void, and ſhall be Deemed and Taken to be Void and of none Effect ; And 
that the other Clauſes in the ſame Notarial At mentioned, whereby the ſaid Sir 
Willam Godolphin Declares his Soul his Univerſal Heir, are likewiſe Null, Void 
and of none Effet in Law. And be it further Enacted by the Authority afore- 
{ail, That all Wills, Codicils, Powers to make Wills, and Diſp:ſitions in any 
manner 
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manner mace or declared by the ſaid Sir 1:am Godo!phin, before the making the 
aid Notarial >ct of the Tlurtieth of March, One thouſand fix hundred ninety ſis 
( the tame being therem ſolemnly Revoked, DifannulPd and made Void) ſhall be, 
and the fame are hereby Declared to be Revoked, Diſannulled and made Void to 
4} Intents and Purpoſes;and that the ſaid Adminiſtration Granted to the ſaid Francis 
Godolphim, and El:2abeth (the Wite of the taid Charles Godolphm) his Siſter, of the 
Eftate of the ſaid Sir Wil. am Godolphinm, with the ſaid Nuncupative Will before 
mentioned Annexcd (the lame being folemnly declared by him ſome few days be- 
orc his Death, m rlie preſence of three Credible Witnefles, who were duly Sworn 
by Commiition out of the Prerogative Court of Ca;terbury)is well Granted,and ſhall 
be deemed and taken to be 200d and etfectual in the Law, to all intents and. 
purpoles whatſoever, in all Courts of Law and Equity , the ſaid Notarial A& of 
rhe Fhirtieth of Adarch, One thouſand fix hundred ninety fix, or any Powers 
thereby given, tor the making the faid Sir William Godolphins Will after his 
Death, or any former or other Will, or pretended Power to make a Will, Made, 
Given, Granted or Declared by the ſaid Sir W:1lizm Godolphin, before the ma- 
king the 1a1d Notarial Ac, in any wile notwithſtanding. 

Andit 15 Declared, That nothing, 1n this Act contained,ſhall be Conftrued to make 
vo1d the Specifical Legacies, in and by the ſaid Notarial A& Given to the ſaid Dor: 
Aathias de Eſcolar, Geronimo Guerrero, Don Balthaſar de Cabredo, Don Antonio de 
Cendoya, Francis Arthur, and Bruno Bernardo de Juiros, but that ſuch Legacies, 
with any other Sums ſpecially mentioned therein, thall remain a Charge on the E- 
ſtate of the ſaid Sir Pill:am Godolphm, to be Paid out of the ſame, 5 as and pro- 
vided that the faid Dor Mathias de Eſcolar, Geronimo Guerrero, Don Balthaſar 
de Cabredo, Don Antonio de (endoya, Francis Arthur, and Bruno Bernardo de Quiras, 
or ſome of them, do Account unto the ſaid Frances GodolÞhin, and Elizabeth the 
Wife of the ſaid Charles Godo!phimn, the ſaid Adminiftrators for the Eſtate of the ſaid 
Sir William Godo prin, inthe ſaid Kingdom of Spain, or other places beyond the 
Seas, and Pay the ſame as they the ſaid Adminiſtrators ſhall direct. 

And whereas 1t doth appear, That the ſaid Sir 7/i/liam Godolphin did by a Wri- 
ting before his going, out of England, Solemnly declare his Intention of lea- 
ving Three thouſand Pound Sterling, to and for the Education and Maintenance 
of Poor Scholars, the Relief of Decayed Virtuous Gentlemen, the Redemption 
of Priſoners, the placing out Poor Children to Trades, or other ſuch like Pious 
and Charitable utes, under the dire&ion of certain Perſons named in the ſaid 
Writing, ( who are all ſince Dead ) and didalſo expreſs his Intention of giving to 
the Poor ofthe Town of Camlford, in the County of Cornwal, the Sum of Twen- 
ty Pounds, to the Poor of the Town of Liskerd, in the ſaid County , Ten 
Pounds, and to the Poor of the Pariſh of St, Jdabin, in the ſaid County allo, 
Ten Pounds, Now to the end the ſaid Pious and g00d Intentions may not be 
Fruſtrated, Beit further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the Adminiftra- 
tors of the ſaid Sir William Godolphin do enter into ſeveral Recognizances in 
the High Court of Chancery, at the r1me when the Eftate of the ſaid Sir Will:am 
Go1olphin now in that Court,ſhall be delivered up to them, to ſecure the Payment of 
the ſaid Three thouſand and fourty Pounds, in manner following, (That 1s to ſay) 
the faid Fra7cs Godolpim one of the Adminiftrators in one Recognizance, to 
ſecure the Payment of one Moiety thereof, or Fifteen hundred and twenty 
Pounds, and the ſaid Charles Godolphin on behalf of his Wite Elizabeth, the 
other Adminiſtrator, in another Recognizance, to ſecure the like Sura of Fifteen 
hundred and twenty Pounds, being the other Moiety , which 1aid Sums ſhall be 
taken out of ſuch part of the Eftate of the ſaid Sir Wi4:am Godolphin, now beyond 
the Seas, as ſhall firſt come to the hands of the ſaid Adminiſtrators, after the 
Charge deducted tor recovering the ſame; and in cale ſo much ſhall not be recove- 
red ofthe Eſtate beyond the Seas, within the ſpace of three years, the compli- 
ment of the {aid Sum, ſhall be made up by the ſaid Adminiſtrators, out of the Re- 
fidue of the ſaid Sir 1141am Godolphins Eſtate in England, if any ſuch there be, 
after juſt demands Paid, and Legacies given in the {aid Nuncupative Will ſatisfi- 
ed; and the ſaid ſeveral Sums of Fifteen hundred and twenty Pounds ſeverally 
Secured by the taid Adminiſtrators, ſhall be by them proportionably ( that is to 
{ay ) by each of them for his part, reſpe&ively Applied to ſuch Pious and Charita- 
ble uſes, as are before particularly ſpecified and mentioned ;, and the ſaid Recog- 
N1ZAnces or either of them, ſhall not be Diſcharged, without a Certificate from the 
Lord Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, or the Lord High Chancellor of England, or the 
Lord keeper of the Great Seal, or one of them now or for the time being, that the 
Sam of Fifreen hundred and twenty Pounds, Secured by ſuch Recognizance ap- 
pears to have been applyed, veſted, or diſpoſed for ſuch Pious and Charitable uſes, 
as mayanſ{wer the Intention of the Donor,to the ſatisfa&ion of the ſaid Lord Arch- 
Biithop, orLord ChancelVor, or Lord Keeper of the Great Seal for the time being. 
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Note, Provided always, and be it further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
< {uch and ſo much of the Perſonal Eftate of the taid Sir William Gololpimm, now 
in the Court of Chancery, as ſhall be ſufficient to pay the Legacics of Sixteen 
thouſand two hundred Pounds, Given and Devited by the ſaid Nuncupative Will, 
I ſhall be immediately Applyed to the Payment thereof, and of ſuch juſt Demands 
| incident to the Account of the ſame, as ſhall be Allowed in the Court of Chan- 
cery; and that the Reſidue of the ſaid Sir 71am Gotolphir?s Perfonal Eftate, in 
the 1aid Court or elſewhere in England, after ſuch Legacies and juſt Demands 
incident to the Account of the ſame, as is aforeſaid, and the other Provition oF 
the Three thouſand and forty Pounds for Charities 1nade by this preſent AR are 
paid, ſhall go and be Applied to and tor the antwcring and paying ſuch other 
Legacies and Bequeſts, other than ſuch as are for any Superftitious ute, as thall 
appear to be given or deviſed by the ſaid Sir P1/lam CGodolpnn, to be paid out of 
his perſonal Eftate in England, by any Writing, under his Hand, after the Tenth 
day of March, One Thouland fx hundred ninety five according ro the Stile of Exg- 
Iznd, Teſtited by Two Credible Witneſles, or by any Nuncupative Will reduced 
into Writing by the direction of the ſaid Sir Yi/liam Godolphn aiter the ſaid Tenth 
day of Marcn, 1o as the ſame be made appear before the Four aud twentieth 
e& day of June, which ſhall be in the Year , One Thouſand fix hundred ninety 
nine, unlets prevented or delayed' by the means of the Adminiitrators, or either 
of them, and it no ſuch other Legacies or Bequeſts ſhalt be made appear before 
the ſaid Four and twentieth day of 747e, which ſhall be in the 1aid year, One 
thouſand ſix hundred ninety nine, to be given by the ſaid Sir 7:1l:am Godolphin, 
and to be paid in ſuch manner, as aforeſaid, then the reſidue of the Pcrional 
Eſtate of the ſaid Sir William Godolphin, or ſo much thereof as ſhall remain after 
ſuch Legacies ſatisfied ( if any ſuch be made to appear ) hall be to the ſaid Ad- 

miniſtrators, to be diſtributed according to the Laws in that behalf. 

Provided always, , That in caſe any Legacies ſhall be proved to be given by the 
ſaid Sir William Godolphin after the 1aid Tenth day of March, One thouſand fix 
hundred ninety five, to Charitable Uſes in England, That then the Three thoy- 
ſand and fourty Pounds atorementioned, ſhall be applied for ſatisfa4ion of the 
ſame, and the reſidue, if any be, of the ſaid Three thouſand and fourty Pounds, 
after ſuch Legacies for any Charitable uſes arc ſatisfied, ſhall be applied to and for 
ſuch Charities as are herein before appointed ; And in caſe the ſaid Three thou- 
ſand and ftourty Pounds, ſhall not be ſufticient-to fatisfe and pay the ſaid Lega- 
cies for Charitable Uſes, Then and in ſich Caſe ſo much as the faid Three thou- 
ſand and fourty Pounds ſhall fall ſhort of anſwering the ſaid Legacies for Chari- 
table Uſes, ſhall be paid out of the Reſidue of tlic {aid Sir William Godolphins 
Perſonal Eſtate in Exgland, that ſhall remain after the ſeveral Legacies, Bequeits 
and Demands thereout before mentioned are ſatisfied ; and ſo much of the ſaid 
Sum of Three thouſand and fourty Pounds as ſhall be applied to and for the 1a- 
tisfaction of the ſaid Legacies for Charitable Uſes in Englazd, thall be Taken and 
Deemed to be well applied, and the Recognizances herein before appointed to 
be given for the {ame, as to ſo much as ſhall be ſo applied ſhall be diſcharged ; 
Any thing herein before contained to the contrary thereof in any wiſe notwith- 
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ſtanding.
